General 


Government 


The appropriations under this grouping pay the adminis- 
trative expense of running your Town government, 

Many of the appropriations are self-explanatory, but 
one or two of them require an explanation. The revaluation 
appropriation serves a two fold purpose. With it we continue 
the mapping of rural land, and it also pays the expenses of 
assessing either new property or property the value of which 
has changed since the general revaluation. This latter cate- 
gory is the principal reason why the town valuation remained 
about the same despite the valuation loss of the major portion 
of the Rocky Gorge Mill. 

The overdraft in the Incidentals account is due mainly 
to the unanticipated purchase of furniture for the Judge's 
Chamber. Higher printing costs are reflected in the over- 
draft for election expense.

Nuisances reported to the Board were five in number, 
all of which were investigated and rectified. 


With the cooperation of Mrs. Marion Chaplin, R. N., 
Mrs. Phoebe Stowe, R. N., and Mrs. Inez Ochs, R.N., 
together with several lay volunteers, a most commendable 
program for immunization against poliomyelitis was con- 
ducted during which 872 Salk Vaccine injections were given. 


In addition to the above, and with the assistance of 
Mrs. Chaplin, 150 immunizations against Diphtheria, 
Tetanus, and Whooping Cough were given. Also, 80 chil- 
dren were vaccinated against smallpox. Mrs. Chaplin also 


assisted at the examinations of 273 school children. 


We do wish to thank those who assisted and cooperated 
with the Board of Health during the past year.

Highways 


——_—_- 


Our roads may be divided into three categories: state 
highways; state-aid highways, and town ways. The State is 
completely responsible for the maintenance of the State high- 
ways. The Town, however, is responsible for plowing those 
sections of the state highways within the compact section of 
the village. 

We have almost 25 miles of surfaced state-aid high- 
ways. The State is responsible for the maintenance of these 
roads, and the Townis responsible for their being plowed. 
The Town is completely responsible for the unimproved sec- 
tions of state-aid highways. The remaining sections of 
unimproved state-aid highways are onthe Witchtrot Road, 
the Emery's Bridge Road, and the Boyd's Corner Road. 

The Townis, of course, completely responsible for 
the town ways. Except for the streets within the village, 
most of our town ways are dirt or gravel. 

The state-aid roads are reconstructed with matching 
funds. This year we gravelled, tarred, and sealed about 
1,100 feet of the Boyd's Corner Road. 

Major improvements to unsurfaced town ways is fi- 
nanced by money from the Town Road Improvement Fund. 
This is an outright grant from the State and may only be 
used for draining and gravelling a road. This year we 
received $4,479.00. The principal part of this money was 
used in widening and gravelling Waterside Lane. Between 
12 and 18 inches of gravel was placed on the road; this is 
now a good all-weather road. The remainder of this grant 
was used to gravel portions of Lord's Lane and the Bennett 
Lot Road. 

Using funds appropriated at the annual Town Meeting, 
the following work was accomplished: the Finson Road was 
completely gravelled to a depth of 6 inches; a section of the 
Hoopers Sands Road was topped with gravel, tarred, and 
sealed; the poor tar surface on the hill on the Bennett Lot 
Road was scarified, gravelled, tarred, and sealed; sections 
of Earl's Lane, Old South Road, and Liberty Street were 
mulched; and 20 town streets were sealed.

There were no fire losses this year, due to the fact that 
all building fires were fully covered by insurance. 

Since the passing away of our late Chief, Albert 
Watkins, I was appointed Acting Chief by your Board of 
Selectmen. [have carried out the duties in that capacity to 
the best of my ability. The loss of our Chief was a great 
blow to the members of the Fire Department as well as to 
the whole town. We have carried on for the remainder of 
the year as we believe our late Chief would want us to. 

We have gone through with the purchase of a new tank 
truck for which the Town voted to raise $4,000.00 as part 
payment. Through the generosity of interested citizens, 
with additional donations, plus money taken from our pri- 
vate fund, we have added a 1000-gallon tank truck to the 
Town's fire equipment at the cost of $6,407.50. <A piece 
of equipment any town or city would be proud to own. 

Recently we have bought a Willys jeep, from our pri- 
vate fund, valued at $500.00. This jeep is to carry portable 
pumps and other equipment used in woods fires where it 
would be hard to get at with larger trucks. 

We have a fire alarm box which is to be installed on 
the town square. This box is the same as the one already 
on the front of the fire station.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
South Berwick: 


In compliance with Paragraph 3, Section 87 of Chapter 
41 of the Revised Statutes of 1954 as amended 1955, Ihere- 
with submit the annual report of the Superintendent of Schools. 

The South Berwick Central School began the 1957-58 
school year on September 2, 1957. As this was a regular 
school holiday, the building was not actually opened for 
school activities until Tuesday, September 3, 1957. On this 
date a teachers' meeting for all the teachers ofSchool Union 
#5 was held by the superintendent of schools in the Civic 
Center. Afterwards the principal and teachers met for a 
special meeting pertaining to the Central School. In the after- 
noon the teachers prepared for the pupils who began their new 
school year on Wednesday morning, September 4. 

The enrollment is slightly less than last year but indi- 
cations are that this slight drop will gradually rise again as 
families move into the available rents in the community.

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There was a large turnover in the teaching staff due to 
resignations and one death. It is proper to pay tribute to the 
late Mrs. Helen B. Chesley who was buried the day school 
opened.

Pupil Progress 


Pupil progress has been satisfactory as a whole. Some 
pupils have made outstanding scholastic records in achieve- 
ment. On the other hand, we have a problem, which we are 
still working on, to reduce even further the small percentage 
of pupils who have reached the 7th or 8th grades and have 
lost the desire to learn. Their only desire is to leave school 
and obtain a job. It will take the combined efforts of home, 
school, and the community to influence these young people to 
stay in school and obtain an education, not only through the 
elementary grades but also through the high school. It is 
most unfortunate for a pupil to fail in getting an education in 
a generation which depends so much on technological skills 
and the trained mind. 


Textbooks 


The need of textbooks is a perennial part of any system. 
Although our books are in good condition it must be borne in 
mind that knowledge and methods develop so rapidly thata 
textbook can become obsolete much quicker today than during 
the early part of the century. In fact, textbooks having to do 
with health, science, and social studies have to be revised 
frequently to keep up with the advances in these several 
fields. 


Repairs 


There was no major repair job carried on during the 
past summer except the sanding and refinishing of the floor 
in the gymnasium. An excellent job was done on this floor, 
and those who saw it considered it a big improvement. How- 
ever, it should be pointed out that the extremely heavy use of 
this floor soon destroys to quite an extent the results ofa re- 
finishing job. Some thought should be given to the advisability 
of increasing rental fees on the Civic Center for the simple 
reason that the upkeep today is a considerable item for the 
taxpayer to subsidize. 

, Looking ahead to next summer it would seem that the 
parking area in the rear of the Central School should at 
least be retarred and graveled. It might be better business 
to put on a more permanent surface such as a "hot top", so 
called. | 

A canopy should be constructed over the northwest 
entrance to the Civic Center to protect the steps from snow 
and freezing rain which creates a problem as wellasa 
hazard. A job of this kind should not be too expensive, but 
it is nevertheless important. 


There are always many repair items which develop dur- 
ing the school year which cannot possibly be anticipated. For 
this reason the budget estimate has been increased some to 


allow for unexpected emergencies. 
Secondary Education 


At the time of writing this report the Town of South 
Berwick is still facing the job of building a high school with- 
out the aid of state funds. Although every effort was made to 
get a special concession from the legislature, there was no 
success. Up to the present time there is no adjoining town 
who has expressed a desire to form a consolidated school 
district with South Berwick. As time is running out, plans 
will have to be made in the immediate future for the educa- 
tion of our high school pupils as June 1960 is not far off. 
There is much satisfaction in the thought that every effort 
has been made by the building committee, school board, 
superintendent of schools, and certain other citizens to 


obtain either financial aid from the state legislature or to 
interest a nearby community in consolidation. 


Budget 


Those who read this report will notice a sizable balance 
in the school account. This was not due to a budgetary over- 
sight but rather to the increase in state subsidy which came 
in December 1957, from the Sinclair Act. This legislation 
increased the subsidy to schools. 

In the same Sinclair Act was included a new teachers' 
minimum salary law which will raise the salaries of teachers 
in many Maine communities. It is hoped that with the new 
subsidy from the state that we may retain more of our com- 
petent teachers in Maine rather than lose them to other 
states. We also hope to be ina better position to compete 
with other communities nearby. 

Because of increased costs of instruction it will be 
noted that there is a sizable increase in the school budget. 
However, the increase is more than offset by the extra sub- 
sidy from the state level. 


The revenue from the federal government under P.L. 
874 was increased some over the previous year. The sub- 
sidy is only on the pupils in the grades as we are unable to 
qualify at the present time for subsidy on the federally con- 
nected pupils who are in high school. This situation should 
be changed when South Berwick has its own high school. 

It is suggested that the budget should provide for the 
services of a competent supervisor to look after the Civic 


Center during the busy part of the school year which extends 
from early in November until the April vacation. Many 
groups use this building, especially during the basketball 
season. The gymnasium is used by pupils of Central School, 
pupils from St. Michael's, the girls from St. Joseph's, the 
boys from Berwick Academy, and the girls from Berwick 
Academy. Besides this, there are other groups who use it 
from time to time, although not so regularly. 

With the heavy use of the gymnasium it is impossible 
for one individual to give proper supervision to the youth. 

If a coach, for example, is working with his or her team, 

or refereeing a game, it is impossible to check on the ad- 
joining rooms, stage, corridors, and other places where 
youth congregate who are not interested in the scrimmage 
or the game. The regular janitor is taken up with the regu- 
lar duties of cleaning the building which makes it impossible 
for him to look after the young people. 

Because damage and breakage occur from time to time, 
due to the lack of supervision, consideration should be given 
to the hiring of a supervisor, or monitor, whose sole duty 
would be to supervise the building, including the adjacent 
parts of the gymnasium during the basketball season. Such 
supervision would pay dividends in the saving of damaged 
property and the safeguarding of the activities of our youth 
morally. 

The town is to be congratulated on starting a building 
fund, and this should be supplemented by another sizable 
appropriation at the annual meeting in March. Such a fund 
wouid be a great asset when the day comes to build. 

The total appropriations on the budget are approximate- 
ly $6,400 less than the appropriation made in March 1957.

They are sponsoring the 
National Geographic in pamphlet form by subject content and 
year. This year they will purchase the pamphlets for 1949 
and 1957. 

The South Berwick Post #5774, V.F.W. is sponsoring 
an annual award for outstanding work in science. 

For their class gift the Class of 1957 has left money to 
be used in the purchase of a slide film file. 

Our Glee Club and the youngsters in the three lower 
grades performed notably well in their public appearances. 
Their work in the Christmas play was enjoyed by all. 

The school band is improving each week. Most of our 
members are in grades 5, 6, and 7. This bears promise for 
a bright future. We are continuing our flutophone program. 
All pupils in grades 3 and 4 participate. 

We are continuing with our intramural basketball pro- 
gram. We have five teams of girls and six of boys. Grades 
5 through 8 participate. With each passing year the enthusi- 
asm increases. This year forty-eight 5th graders out of 
sixty-three have signed to play.

To the Superintendent of Schools and the Superintending 
School Committee: 


I submit my eighth annual report. Students at Central 
School have received the usual health services which include 
simple first aid, checking of eyes, ears, teeth, throat, skin, 
hair, height, and weight. The family or family physician is 
notified if there is evidence that the child should receive fur- 
ther attention. 

Free immunization clinics against Diphtheria, Whooping 
Cough, Tetanus, Small Pox, and Poliomyelitis were offered, 
and the majority of students are protected. 

Since June 1955, 2,803 poliomyelitis shots have been 
given to our young people under twenty years of age. Itis 
pleasing to report the facts in the following table:

Report of School Lunch Program 


To Superintendent Hubert E. Redding and the Superintending 
School Committee: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my annual report of the 
School Lunch Program. 

The lunches started at the opening of the fall term in 
September with an average of 230 children participating 
daily. 

The lunches are the same as last year, twenty-five 
cents per meal for a Type A lunch which consists of one-half 
pint milk, homogenized, meat, fish, eggs, or cheese, a veg- 
etable, bread and butter, and fruit, cookie, or pudding for 
dessert. 

Milk is three cents for a half-pint bottle for those that 
wish it with a cold lunch or at morning recess. 

We have received from the State Department of Educa- 
tion a very good supply of dried beans, green beans, dried 
eggs, shell eggs, butter, peanut butter, hamburg, canned 
pork and gravy, flour, rice, corn meal, canned grapefruit, 
peaches, cherries, tomatoes, and peas. 

We have had a new deep freeze added to our equipment 
of the cafeteria this year. 

To you all I wish to express my appreciation.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
South Berwick: 


In compliance with Paragraph 3, Section 87 of Chapter 
41 of the Revised Statutes of 1954 as amended 1955, I here- 
with submit the annual report of the Superintendent of 
Schools. 


- The Central School in South Berwick began September 
1, 1958 for the school year 1958-59. This date was a legal 
school holiday so that the actual activities began on Sept- 
ember 2, 1958. The usual teachers’ meeting for the staff 
of School Union No. 5 was held in the So. Berwick Civic 
Center. At the close of this general meeting the principals 
met with their respective teachers for a discussion of the 
work pertaining to the individual schools. In So. Berwick 
the principal’s meeting was followed with an afternoon 
session in which preparation was made for pupils who re- 
ported for the new school year on Wednesday morning, 
Septemker 3, 1958. 

The enrollment in the Central School is significant. 
This is an index to be considered in the construction of a 
new high school building. It will be noted that in the larger 
grades the enrollment approximates 200 pupils which in 
connection with the pupils of St. Michael’s School, who 
will undoubtedly go to the new high school, it make an 
enrollment considerably larger than the present secondary 
school total. The enrollment as of December 31, 1958 in 
the several grades is as follows:

PUPIL PROGRESS 


There has been very good progress by pupils in the 
ceveral grades. Achievement has been tested with stand- 
erdized tests to supplement the judgement of teachers. The 


lower grades have especially benefited by the special 
courses taken by many of the teachers. 
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REMEDIAL READING 


An advanced step in education was initiated early in 
the fall term when the school board provided for teachers 
of the lower grades, subprimary to the third grade inclusive, 
to take a special reading course sponsored by Boston Univ- 
ersity and given at the Rollinsford Elementary School. This 
profes:ional study greatly stimulated not only the interest 
in Reading but added much to the knowledge and methods 
pertinent to the Reading program. Teachers finishing this 
course are able to diagnose the pupil’s reading difficulties 
and tetter still know how to help the pupil to correct 
whatever difficulty he may be having. The benefits of this 
cour.e taken during the first semester will have carry-over 
value for ia long time. 


TEXTBOOKS 


New editions have been introduced to the curriculum 
in the fields of Arithmetic and Social Studies. These sub- 
jects will need to be completely supplied with textbooks 
for each pupil as the old books need replacing. 


REPAIRS 


During the summer vacation considerable repair work 
waz done. First of all, the expected expense of repairing 
the steam ind hot water leak inside the corridor wall next 
to the cafeteria was much less expensive than anticipated. 
This resulted in a considerable saving. 


A very thorough job was done in the refinishing the 
gymnasium floor. However, the heavy use this floor re- 
ceives makes it impossible for any job to last very long. 
It is a continual job to keep this floor in a respectable con- 
dition. 

Several items in the line of repair have developed 
which are expensive. In the first place, the heating plant 
had to be repaired considerably, probably the first general 
overhauling since the Central School was built. At the 
present time about 20 valves have been found defective and 
replaced, and there are several more which will be in- 
spected right away. This will be 1a considerable bill, and 
it will be reflected in the budget. 

Looking ahead to another summer, the parking area 
in the rear of the school should be retarred and graveled. 
The reason it was not done during the summer of 1958 was 
kec3ause of the uncertainty of anticipated expenditures 
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which made it hazardous to expend the necessary funds 
when it should have been done. However, this explains 
the balance in the Repairs and Equipment Account which 
is being carried forward on the books, and it should supple- 
ment the appropriation for this account at the annual town 
meeting in March. 

The completion of the canopy at the entrance of the 
Civiz Center was a great improvement in protecting patrons 
of the gymnasium from the hazards of falling ice and also 
of icy steps. 

There will be a special article to provide funds for the 
repair of the vault which was severely damaged in an at- 
tempted burglary. This work has all been done, but it has 
not been paid for. 


Another article which will appear on the agenda for 
next year is the repair of the floors in the two classrooms of 
the Civic Center. The floor was not only badly warped, 
but the tile was coming loose in several places, and examin- 
etion showed that the tile had become brittle and lifeless. 
The services of a professional was obtained from the office 
of Alonzo J. Harriman Associates of Auburn to inspect the 
building 3nd report his opinion on the cause and remedy. 
The cause was found to be due to the excessive heat from 
uninsulated steam pipes under the floors and also to the 
type of <upport given to the partitions directly under the 
floors. This caused a conspicuous ridge in the floor. 


There are many things that could be done to greatly 
improve the Central School building. However, in view 
of the many items of expense which the town faces, it is not 
possible to do everything at once. Allow me to mention 
several items which are worthy of serious consideration: 
1. The room lighting in the Central School is inadequate. 
There should be more light provided through the installa- 
tion of new fixtures or some other adequate method. 2. A 
school the size of Central School should have an automatic 
bell system. 3. A public address system connecting the 
office with each room would be an asset. 4. A regular pro- 
gram of repainting should be carried out beginning this 
year with the principal’s office, second grade, and fifth 
grade rooms. 5. The return pipes in the ec:feteria should 
be insulated. 6. The boy’s toilets should be repaired by 
covering the tile and cinder block with plywood. 7. It 
would greatly improve the gymnasium and stage if a ceil- 
ing were provided for these areas. At present the heat loss 
is enormous and the acoustics ‘are not satisfactory. 
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The steam pipes in the shower rooms in the Civic 
Center were insulated just before the books closed for 1958. 
This will make some saving in heat and make the rooms 
more comfortable. 

The repair of the classroom floors in the Civic Center 
will involve considerable expense. Undoubtedly, a second 
floor should be laid and new tile provided for these two 
rooms. 


NEW HIGH SCHOOL 


During the past year the South Berwick School Building 
Committee has spent much time on the plans for a new 
high school building. During this time the efforts to induce 
some other town to consolidate with South Berwick have 
completely failed. Therefore, South Berwick must move 
alone and without delay. 

At the last annual town meeting the citizens voted to 
eutnorize the construction of a high school building io 
“properly educate 275 pupils.’ At a subsequent special 
meeting held in July, 1958, the citizens voted to authorize 
the purchase of the Freeman Smith lot, so-called, for school 
building purposes. The most recent event dated February 
6, 1959, was the announzement of the Maine School Build- 
ing Authority of the approval of 'a loan of $413,000 through 
a bond issue for the purchase of the lot and the construction 
of the high school building. This is to be supplemented 
with a Capital Reserve Fund of $50,000 with the under- 
standing that the town must equip the building through 
other funds. 

The educational opportunities provided by this school 
will mean much to the youth of South Berwick. Probably 
it i. safe to szy that no town in the state has ever been 
faced with the problem of building a high school building 
under such rigorous circumstances, and the cooperation 
and efforts of the citizens in facing this problem have been 
outstanding. 


BUDGET 


The budget shows an unexpended balance of $2,860.70 
from 1958, which is almost entirely due to a reduced ex- 
penditure for tuition. Unfortunately several pupils dropped 
out of school for one reason or another, and it is reflected 
in the balance. 

The budget for 1959 has also been figured very close- 
ly, and no one can predict whether there will be drop-outs 
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comp:rable with the past year, or if there will be an in- 
crease in tuition expense because of new pupils. The fiscal 
years 1958 was profitable from the standpoint in that state 
subsidy, federal subsidy, gymnasium rentals. and miscell- 
aneous receipts were all above the estimates. Whether this 
same thing will happen 1959 is anybody’s guess. The budget 
as presented in this report is a conservative estimate con- 
siitent with sound budgeting. 

It is also my strong recommendation that the town 
continue its capital reserve fund for school purposes. Such 
a fund will be a great help in easing the initial cost of the 
progr2m. a

As principal of Central School I iam happy to make my 
4th annual revort. 

Our plan of gradually replacing the older texts with 
the newer and modern texts is progressing well. We now 
have an excellent Science series in the lower and middle 
grades. We hope that in the ensuing year that we will 
complete our English series. 


We now have the following audio-visual equipment: 
16mm film projector, a slide and film strip projector, tape 
recorder, record players, opaque projector. We feel that 
our filmstrip department needs to be revitalized. It has 
been some time since we have purchased films for this de- 
partment. Filmstrips are an important aid in teaching. 

The school library is receiving extensive patronage. 
The children may take books home for their leisure read- 
ing. We are using the facilities of the state library too. 
For a small fee we are able to take books for a six month 
period. These number 25-30 books per grade. 
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The school band is growing. At present we have 16 
members with a beginners group of 14. These 14 will join 
the band in the spring. This year a string section has been 
added to the music program. The flutophone groups played 
for the public during Christmas. The glee club performed 
notably well during the Christmas program. 

Our intramural basketball program is functioning 
smoothly. It is interesting to watch the pupils improve in 
the finesse of basketball through the years. 

Academically our youngsters are progressing satisfac- 
torily. Our program of retention in the grades has justified 
our confidence in it. 

The South Berwick P. T. A. has continued to sponsor 
the Jennie Goodwin Award in Spelling. The South Ber- 
wick V. F. W. Post 5774 sponsors an annual award in 
Science. In conjunction with the award a Science Fair was 
held in the spring of last year. We were pleased by the di- 
versity of projects entered. All showed effort, care and 
planning. 

This report cannot close without a thank you to my 
fellow teachers, the music supervisors, our fine cooks and 
cafeteria ladies, the school nurse and janitors.

BUILDING ORDINANCE

For the purpose of this ordinance, the Board 
of Selectmen shall annually appoint a Town Building Inspector 
who shall perform the duties pertaining to his office as desig- 
nated in the provisions of this Ordinance, 


Section 2, The Town Building Inspector in the perform- 
ance of his official duty may enter any building for the purpose 
of making an inspection for the proper enforcement of this 
Ordinance, Any owner or occupant who refuses to permit the 
Building Inspector to enter his buildings or willfully obstructs 
him in the inspection of such building as required by this 
Ordinance, shall be punished by a fine of not less than $1 nor 
more than $20, to be recovered by complaint or indictment. 
The Building Inspector will report, in writing, any violations 
to the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 3. The Building Inspector shall make known his 
decision on an application for a permit within ten days from 
the date he receives the application. 


Section 4, The Building Inspector shall retain each 
application fee which shall constitute full compensation for 
his services, 


ARTICLE II CONDITIONS 


All land shall be subject to the following regulations and 
restrictions: 


Section 1. No buildings shall be erected, and no build- 
ings shall be altered, maintenance excluded, without a 
building permit from the Building Inspector, Maintenance is 
hereby defined as the work required to keep a building in such 
a condition that it may be continuously utilized at its original 
or designed capacity and efficiency for its intended purpose. 
Alteration is hereby defined as a relocation or rearrangement 


of; an addition to; or an architectural, structural or other 
change in a building effecting its structural strength, capa- 
city, efficiency or usefulness. Applications for a permit 
shall be in writing to the Building Inspector and shall include 
adequate plans and specifications of the construction or altera- 
tion to be accomplished. 


(a) Fees for permits shall be charged according 
to the following schedule: 


Value of Work Permit Fee 


$ 00 to $500 $1.50 
$ 500 to $1000 $2.50 
$1000 to $5000 $3. 75 
$5000 to $10,000 $5. 00 
Over $10,000 $7. 50 


Section 2, The Building Inspector shall approve or 
reject applications for permits based upon the following 
requirements: 


(a) Fourdations shall be constructed of solid 
cement, brick, cement-block, or stone. Industrial struc- 
tures and accessory buildings may be set on brick, stone or 
cement piers. 


(b) Chimneys shall be constructed in accordance 
with the specifications outlined by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters. 


(c) Buildings must be framed according to good 
building practices and outside walls shall be constructed of 
either fire-resistant shingles, siding, clapboard, brick or 
stucco, and all materials customarily painted shall be 
painted, 


(d) Roofs shall be constructed of wood, fire- 
resistant shingles, metal or fire-resisting composition, 


(e) All buildings in public and private use shall 
be equipped with a flush toilet and adequate disposal facili- 
ties which shall be constructed in accordance with the State 
of Maine Plumbing Code. 


(f{) Every dwelling shall have a minimum ground 
floor area of 600 square feet for each apartment, Every 
habitable room shall have one or more windows in the ex- 
ternal wall. The minimum area of such a window shall not 
be less than 1/10th the floor area of the room and at least 
30% of the window shall be ventilating. Every bathroom and 


water closet compartment shall be ventilated by a window 
at least six square feet in area, ventilating at least 30%. 


(g) In every dwelling hereafter erected, access 
to all living rooms and bedrooms and to at least one water 
closet compartment shall be provided without passing through 
any bedroom, 


Section 3. No new building shall be occupied until the 
Building Inspector has given his approval in writing that the 
same has been built in accordance with the provisions of this 
Ordinance. If the owner permits it to be occupied without 
such approval, he shall be liable to a fine of $10 for each 
week he permits such building to be so occupied, to be re- 
covered by complaint or indictment. If approval is not given 
by the Building Inspector and if the owner has in his own 
judgment complied with the provisions of this Ordinance, an 
appeal may be taken to the Board of Selectmen and, if on 
such an appeal it shall be decided by them that the provisions 
of this Ordinance have been complied with, the owner of said 
building shall not be liable to a fine for want of approval of 
the Building Inspector. 


Section 4. The Board of Selectmen may require the 
Building Inspector to inspect chimneys, flues, funnels, 
stoves, furnaces, boilers, boiler connections and heating 
apparatus of any particular building at any time to ascertain 
if the same are safe against fire. The Building Inspector 
may give such direction in writing as he may deem necessary 
to the owner of said building to make changes in the con- 
struction or situation of such items to make the same safe, 
Appeals may be made in writing from any order or direction 
of the Building Inspector to the Board of Selectmen whose 
order thereon shall be final. If the owner of any building 
neglects or refuses for more than thirty days to comply with 
such order of direction of the Building Inspector, or as may 
be confirmed by the Board of Selectmen on appeal, he shall 
be punished by a fine of $10 for each week he so neglects or 
refuses, to be recovered by complaint or indictment, 


ARTICLE III EXCEPTIONS 


Section 1, The restrictions contained in Article II, 
Section 2, (a) through (f), shall not apply in the case of the 
small dairyrooms, root cellars, poultry houses, farm 
storage sheds, hunting and fishing lodges, and other similar 
small structures to be so located on the owner's property as 
not to menace the property of another. However, such 
building shall not become the permanent dwelling of any 
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family unit. 


Section 2, Any buildings now in use, or in the process 
of being altered, or any new building in the process of con- 
struction, at the time this Ordinance is adopted may be 
continued even though it does not conform to the provisions 
of this Ordinance. 


ARTICLE IV ADMINISTRATION 


Section l, It shall be the duty of the Board of Selectmen 
and the Board is hereby given power and authority to enforce 
the provisions of the Ordinance. 


Section 2, The Board of Selectmen shall require that 
the application for a building permit be in writing to the 
Building Inspector and include a plot plan and contain all 
necessary information to enable the Building Inspector to 
ascertain whether the proposed building or structure and its 
intended use comply with the provisions of this Ordinance, 


Section 3. No building permit shall be issued until the 
Building Inspector has verified that the proposed construc- 
tion or alteration and its intended use comply with the 
provisions of this Ordinance, 


Section 4, It shall be unlawful for any person to com- 
mence work for erection or alteration of any building or 
structure until a permit has been duly granted for such erec- 
tion or alteration by the Building Inspector, 


Section 5, The Board of Selectmen shall require the 
Building Inspector to keep a list of persons receiving per- 
mits, location, description and estimated cost of the work 
to be accomplished and submit such lists to the Board of 
Assessors on or before the first day of April for the pre- 
vious tax year. For purposes of this Ordinance, the tax 
year shall run from April first through March thirty-first. 


ARTICLE V APPEALS 


Section 1. Unless otherwise specified in this 
Ordinance, an appeal may be taken from any order issued by 
the Building Inspector, or from his refusal to grant a permit, 
to the Board of Selectmen and from the Board of Selectmen 
to the Superior Court as outlined in Section 3, IV, C5 of 
Chapter 90-A of the Revised Statutes. 
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ARTICLE VI PENALTIES 


Section 1. Unless otherwise specified, violation of 
this Ordinance shall be punishable by a fine of not exceeding 
one hundred dollars ($100). 


ARTICLE VII AMENDMENTS 


Section 1, The regulations and restrictions, as pro- 
vided in this Ordinance, may be amended, modified, 
changed or repealed by inserting the same as an article in 
the warrant of the regular ora special Town Meeting. Such 
amendment, modification, change or repeal shall not become 
effective except by a majority of the voters at a regular or 
special Town Meeting, 


ARTICLE VIII VALIDITY 


Section 1, Should any sec tion or provision of this 
Ordinance be declared to be invalid by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, such decision shall not affect the validity of 
the Ordinance as a whole or any part thereof,

Road, 

c. The Bennett Road from the Witchtrot Road to the 
York Line,

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ARTICLE 57. To see if the Town will vote to hear and 
take action on the report of the School Building Committee. 


BUDGET COMMITTEE RECOMMENDS ADOPTION 


ARTICLE 58. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to trade the 1955 Ford truck for a new 
truck, the cost difference to be taken from money accumulated 
in the Truck Fund, if in their opinion they believe that itis 
necessary and desirable to trade and providing there is suf- 
ficient money in the Truck Fund to cover the expense of 
trading.

In considering the Budgets presented to them by the 
Police Dept., Fire Dept., School Dept., and Selectmen, the 
Budget Committee has pursued a course of Austerity, taking 
into consideration the needs of the various Depts., and also 
the fact that the taxpayers of the Town are faced with an 
unusual problem, namely the building of a new High School, 
In the light of this situation, the Budget Committee has honest- 
ly tried to differentiate between what is a luxury and what, in 
its opinion, is a necessity.
